It is in 
the Philippines that the new system of 
government will be brought to a test 
and no resolutions passed in the senate 
can solve the problem. The claims of 
the insurgent to national recognition 
can hardly hold water, but there is no 
power in the world that would be more 
embarrassed by the raising of a ques- 
tion of this sort as the United States. 
To announce that the occupation of 
the Philippines is only temporary 
would be- scarcely prudent. Although 
some precedents, are furnished in oar 
own policy during the last 20 years, 
the rcsu.ts are unsatisfactory. All 
the governments of the continent 
have acquiesced, willingly or unwill- 
ingly, in the fact that the islands, with 
all their advantages and responsibili- 
ties, are American acquisitions and 
they are bound to hold aloof except in 
the inconceivable event of the failure 
of the American government.

It is a little startling to find the 


liberators of Cuba engaged in sup- 
pressing a youthful republic which 
claims the sacred right of self-govern- 
ment. 
Yet to withdraw would create 


another Cuba off the coast of Asia for 
which naval st&uons would scramble.

We believe that, so soon as it can 


safely Ve done, the United States will 
g-ive tlie Filipinos virtual home rule 
•under responsible government.

STRANGE ANIMAL TALE- 


A FIERCE FIGHT BETWEEN BABOONS 


AND A CUNT BOA.

Oua of the most thrilling animal 


battles on record was fought on a re- 
cent night at Uie Zoo ia Vienna, Aus- 
tria, aad -the several fitnesses con- 
gratulate themselves on having at- 
tended a spectacle the like of which 
was probably never before seen. 


It was a ret-to between two baboon* 


and a pant boa constrictor. 
The 


apes, members of the ursine branch of 
tha baboon family, also known as 
bear-pavians, are recent arrivals, and 
the electric storm that passed over the 
city ia the afternoon had greatly ex- 
cited them. 
They are the largest 


baboons that ever outlived captivity 
for any time, and are of different sex, 
being natives of South Africa: 
Re- 


garded apart from the rest of their 
bodies, their heads appear like those 
of a creature which might he a cross 
between a dog and a pig. 
Besides 


ugliness, the , faces of these apes ex- 
press a fierce and uncertain temper. 
The employes of the Zoo dread the 
baboons and 
look 
forward with 


pleasure to th« time when the north- 
ern climate will have killed off these 
dangerous and repulsive customers, 
as is likely to happen, for baboons 
cannot stand '-the. oo]d. 


Tile storm having passed, i lumber 


of people assembled before the baboon 
cage. That circumstance, of course, 
increased the agitation of the animals, 
•who had been frightened out of their 
•wits by the electricity that was in the 
air. 


'('lie male baboon, which is as big as 


a full-grown mastiff and who has whis- 
kers a!t around his face, struck again 
and sgain at the women standing near 
the cag-j, while the female turned her 
ntieutum to the men. 
In one of 


these Sstie sorties Mr. Baboon tore a 
woman's hat off, seizing it by an in-. 
credibly swift movement, 
A man 


got his nose pulled by madame and 
uaotlisr lost his gold-headed cane, 
•which he was pointing at the lady 
fi'Oia Africa. 


A little while later the keeper ap- 


paaretl to put the baboons to bed- 
that I?, to open' the trap door connect-' 
in g th e nay - cage : with a well-heated 
inuer apartment, where tb- 
sleep or, sisttresses and pcder 
quilts iike the more fortunate among 
their human cogsins. 


Bnt Mr. and Mrs. Baboon did not 


see it that way. _;They refused to go 
and exhibited' theirltieth to th«f keeper 
and thre»t«ned himby repeated lunges 
u* their long arm* Cashed between the 
bar*. The keeper tried many means 
of kindly pwsnasion. He placed beau- 
tiful bananas—a great luxury in 
Vienna— near the trap ' ^"^ --»-*- 
that the apes, after picking them np, 


boa*. 
A second lal«r the keeper. 


bo rau to his master's a*si»tauea, 


was bitten through the calf of the leg. 
These bites are uot fata! as iu* bo* 
has no poiaonouv fanga. 


The serpent, having shaken itseli 


free after the attack ou the uieui, made 
at once for the tree, around which it 
curled, while it"1 *!o!»gsteJ head 
darted in every direction, with its 
•mail eyes flashing in the dark, and 
its tongue protruding five or six 
inches. All this happened iu less 
than twenty seconds. 


The baboons no sooner caught sight 


of their hereditary enemy than their 
previous excitement increased 
to 


freazy. 
Their howls were terrible. 


They tore through the cage like a 
whirlwind, making tremendous jumps 
or running with indescribable swift- 
ness. Sow they were hanging by one 
arm from the top of tha cage, the next 
moment they crouched in a corner, 
showing their long teeth, their black 
stubby manes raised in terror, their 
cheeks apparently swollen out of all 
proportion. 
I noticed that the 


moment the director entered with the 
serpent both baboons tried to gain the 
trap door, which they recognized to 
be their only salvation, and every 
movement they afterward made was 
calculated, to bring them nearer to 
this avenue of escape. And inasmuch 
as almost simultaneously the snake 
got loose, and as the boa saw through 
the ape's" manoeuvre, which threatened 
its own suddenly-awakened appetite, 
the trap door became at once the focus 
of operations. 


The snake covered the trap door, 


either by its head and neck, or, leav- 
ing the tree, curled up in front of it, 
ts yawning month raised high, its 
ody in a slanting position like a can- 
on threatening the side of ship. 


"While the baboons displayed the ut- 
most agitation the snake was cool and 
leliberate. 
Its eyes ever followed 


he rapidly moving figures. Sud- 
lenly the boa threw itself forward, 
missing the mala baboon by a hair, 
and a moment later the giant ape dis- 
appeared througb.tiie trap door, risk- 
ing a jump from the ceiling. 


This ill success naturally increased 


he boa's anger. 
Disengaging itself 


rom the tree, it curled up directly in 
ront of the trap door. 
Then and 


:here the director of ilitj Zou trtedrb> 
dislodge the serpent, and was bitten 
n the hand for Ms trouble. 
But 


while the serpent's jaws were thus en- 
gaged, Mrs. Baboon, vaulting over 
be »bos's> drawn-out fornv followed 


lord and master.

at oace closed. 


The fight, in which only human 


p>re had been shed, lasted exactly 


minutes and a half. The boa 


could only ba removed after twelve 
lours, and after aha had devoured a 
rig dog, which ahe swallowed whole. 
Whes, following -ths repast, the 
snake was in a lethargic state, she was 
wrapped* in blankets and dragged

known means for dislodging the stub- 
born beasts,, but was unsuccessful as 
his subaltern. Then, becoming des- 
perate, he bethought himself of-some- 
thing extraordinary. 


Reckoning -with the fear which ail 


monkeys aud apes generally display 
in the presence of snakes, he bronghl 
ia his largest boa constrictor, 


•'I will only have to show it to the 


.baboon*)," he said, "to drive them in- 
to thei* bedroom." The director en- 
tered the monkey house, which is 
caga about twenty cubic feet.furmshec 
•with a many-branched tree, a water 
basin and blocks of wood which serve 
as seats. The boa, which he carriec 
on his shoulder and arm, is a n»tiv« 
of-.Brazil and nearly thirteen fee1 
long.

The proposed 
Nicaragua canal will eo$t.»«r, mile, 
with its terminals ( nd approaches, cer- 
tainly not less, and probably more 
than the sum named. The canals of 
Suez and Corinth "are real maritime 
canals, built _without locks, upon. th$ 
sea-level. The one, that of Corinth, 
fe"*^ituated in the temperate' zone, 
where the rainfall is 37 of '40 inches 
per annum. The qther, tha"k of Suez, 
is located in a region without rain, 
Neither of these is threatened in its 
coarse by , streams liable:

Village Trustee Hedges of Greenport. 
L I, has made a study of the subject 
and has invented a machine for the 
economical improvement and main- 
tenance of cjcle paths.
